Daniel’s Doctrine Was Total

The text does not say that 
Daniel purposed in his heart that 
he would not eat so much of the 
king’s meat as to make himself 
sick, nor drink so much of the 
king’s wine that he could not 
walk straight; instead he dis- 
carded the whole business. His 
total abstinence differentiated him 
from the gluttons and drunkards 
and temperance advocates among 
the Chaldeags. If Daniel were 
alive today, he would be in the 
minority, reckoned by good men 
as Puritanical and by good par- 
tisans as a crank of a Prohibi- 
tionist. 

Daniel was not a temperance 
man, he was a total abstainer 
instead. Many a man boasts him- 
self a tenmyperance man and yet 
bowls up every week. So long as 
he can find his way to his home 
and turn the key in his door, he 
is a temperance man, e’en though 
he keeps a demi-john and wine 
glasses and all that sort of thing.

(E/P) In 
a resolution unanimously adopted 
at its spring convention (April 30- 
May 2) in Scranton, the American 
Council of Christian Churches ask- 
ed Christians everywhere to pray 
that missionary doors’. closed 
through the instrumentality of the 
Ecumenical Movement be opened.

between the open country, village, 
town, and city churches. Open 
country churches gained 49.0 per 


cent; village 49.4 per cent; town, 
48.6 per cent; and city 48.8 per 
cent. In 1951, 401 open country 


churches reported more than 400 
members each. These 401 churches 
baptized an average of 21 persons 
per church while the average for 
the entire Convention was only 13 
per church, The growth of South- 
ern Baptists is revealed in the fol- 
lowing statistics. From 1941-51 
church membership increased 40.8 
per cent; Sunday School enroll- 
ment increased 47.8 per cent; 
Training Union enrollment, 62.9 
per cent; W.M.U. enrollment, 163.7 
per cent; Brotherhood, 48.5 per 
cent; value of church property, 
226.9 per cent; total gifts 396.8 
per cent; mission gifts, 376.4 per 
cent; per capita gifts, 253 per 
cent; ratio of baptisms to mem- 
bership, 27.6 per cent.

For eight heavy days the editor 
was at Murfreesboro in the initial 
conference at the Cumberwood 
Christian Retreat on the Bill Rice 
ranch nine miles north of Mur- 
freesboro. All but four of the eve- 
ming services were held in the 
jarge Westvue Baptist Church, 
Rev. Woodrow Medlock, pastor.

Lake Louise—Greatest 
Crowd Ever 


At Lake Louise, Toccoa, 
Georgia, July 7 to 11, God gave 
us the best conference we have 
ever had at this beauty spot. The 
crowds were larger than ever. The 
dining room was jammed full with 
three hundred people for some 
meals and at least once some had 
to wait for a second table. Others 
camping nearby or driving in 
from the local community in- 
creased the crowds.

of God that Jacob was guilty of 
lying, deceit and stealing. 

Oftentimes we speak about the 
new birth as a change of heart. 
I am very careful not to use that 
term. I never say a “change of 
heart,” because actually, although 
that is a commonly used expres- 
sion in connection with conversion, 
tthe fact is that the heart is never 
changed. God says, ‘I give you 
a new heart,’ (Ezekiel 11:19) but 
God does not say that He changes 
your heart. The heart, even after 
we are born of the Spirit of God, 
still remains ‘‘deceitful above all 
things, and desperately wicked’ 
(Jeremiah 17:9). In fact, the new 
birth, the regeneration experience 
a man has who comes into vital 
union with Jesus Christ, is not 
even the removal of his carnal na- 
ture, as some religionists suppose 
and teach. When Jesus Christ in- 
vades our lives with His power, 
His glory, and His presence, He 
does not take out of our lives our 
carnal nature. It stays. there. 
There are those who teach that 
the carnal nature is eradicated, 
that it is femoved, that the stump, 
root and all, is pulled out and it 
is gone, but there is no Scripture 
to support that. I am always re- 
minded of that fellow who got up 
in a testimony meeting and in a 
very loud voice said, “I want you 
to know that when I was convert- 
ed, all the sin in my life was erad- 
icated and for forty years I have 
never sinned.’ He no sooner said 
those words than his wife way at 
the back got up and said, “John, 
don’t you forget I’m sitting back 
here!” 

The new birth, the regenerated 
experience that we have in Jesus 
Christ, is the reception into our 
lives of an entirely new nature, a 
spiritual nature. An impartation 
of the very nature of Jesus Christ 
is given to every born-again per- 


son.-In every legitimate child of 
God, according to the plain, clear 
teaching of the Word of God, there 
are two natures: the old nature 
and the new nature. They are 
both within us—the flesh and the 
spirit. Paul brings out in the Book 
of Romans that these two natures 
are constantly and _ continually 
warring, one against the other. 
The problem of sin is ever present 
with God’s saints, and is just as 
real when they are saved as it was 
real before they were saved. As 
long as there remains the old car- 
nal nature, there is in a believer 
the possibility and the liability to 
sin. Certainly this does not by any 
stretch of the imagination, or by 
any contorting or twisting of 
Scripture, or by any fallacy and 
deceit of the human mind, give 
any excuse whatsoever for a man 
ever yielding to the old nature in 
sinning. Indeed, the Word of God 
strictly, stringently and excoriat- 
ingly warns and burns upon us 
the impression that we are ever to 
reckon the old nature as being 
dead and to reckon ourselves as 
being alive in the new nature. 
Paul writes to the Corinthian 
Christians and says, “Awake to 
righteousness, and sin not” (1 Cor- 
inthians 15:34). In I Peter 1:15-16, 
Peter says, “But as he which hath 
called you is holy, so be ye holy 
in all manner of conversation; Be- 
cause it is written, Be ye holy; 
for I am holy.” The word holy 
means set apart, belonging utter- 
ly to God, the sole property of 
God. In other words, Peter is say- 
ing, “Don’t let your character be 
molded by the desires of your 
fleshly nature, but be holy in 
every department, in every area, 
in every part of your life. Make 
sure that all of your life, the to- 
tality of it, is owned and governed 
by Jesus Christ, make sure that

I John 3:9, “Whosoever is born of 
God doth not commit (the word 
in the Greek is ‘habitually prac- 
tice’) sin; for his seed remaineth 
in him: and he cannot sin, because 
he is born of God.”’ God’s nature 
is in the man who has been born 
of the Spirit of God, and that na- 
ture is such that no man can pos- 
sibly sin in that nature. He can- 
not sin in the new nature. If a 
man sins, he sins in his.old nature. 
He reverts to what he was betore 
he was saved. 

Ecclesiastes 7:20 says: “For 
there is not a just man upon earth, 
that doeth good, and sinneth not.” 
God’s standard for a believer is 
exceedingly high, and we all come 
short of it. John says that if we 
say We have not sinned, we make 
God a liar and His word is not in 
us (I John 1:10). We quickly re- 
cognize the overt, flagrant, ob- 
vious sins of the flesh, the carnal 
sins, but did you know that anx- 
iety is a sin? That comes close 
to all of us, doesn’t it? Did you 
know that worry is a sin? It is! 
Did you know that covetousness is 
a sin? And the most outstanding 
sin of all, the greatest sin among 
believers, is the sin of pride? 
Pride! Spiritual superiority! These 
are ugly sins, just as odious, just 
as much a stench, just as much a 
cause of heartache and pain to 
Jesus Christ—in fact, more so 
than the sins of the flesh! Spirit- 
ual sins cause much greater agony 
to the heart of God than the ob- 
vious sins of the flesh. The Word 
of God forbids foolish thoughts, 
and clearly says they are sins. So 
Wwe are all guilty—some more, 
some less. 


I do not want to.-give the im- 


pression that the saints sin the 
Same as the unregenerate, that 


the saints of God, the people of 
God, the children of God sin 
the same manner that the world- 
ling does. That would not be true. 
There is a vast difference. Sinncis 
choose sin, deliberately, decidedly, 
determinedly. Saints choose right- 
eousness. Sinners wallow in 
It is their nature. After a man 
has been born of the Spirit of 
God, the usual cause of his sinning 
is that he stumbles into it. No 
real Christian is comfortable in 
sin. His new nature makes him 
abhor it. 


What Sin Does NOT Do 
for Christians 

What are the consequences of a 
saint or a believer’s sinning? What 
are the penalties involved by the 
conscious, unconfessed sin in the 
life of a child of God? 

Negatively, when a believer sins, 
he does not cease to be God’s child. 
Ii that were true, none of us 
would be His children, not cne. 
The child of God is one who hae 
had a spiritual birth, who has becn 
born into the family of God. He 
is a regenerated individual with-

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a new nature. When one is borm- 


physically in an earthly family, 
it is impossible for him to be un- 
born. The Word of God says: “We

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Heresies Exposed

us to be cautious in our judgments 
of persons; but also, error can be 
disastrous to life and character; 
therefore, it behooves us to be 
equally cautious of our creed, It 
follows that the servant of God is 
sometimes forced to the almost im- 
possible task of analyzing error 
without cruelty to the loving and 
lovable hearts that hold it. British- 
Israelism is a signal example. It is 
held by earnest and devout souls 
who would die for their Lord. Jt 
is honestly supposed to prove 
afresh the inerrancy of the infalli- 
ble Book. It numbers some honored 
evangelical names among its ad- 
herents, Happily, however, this is a 
controversy over doctrines, not per- 
sons; and we decline as strongly 
to condemn the man as to mask 
the error. For British-Israelism is 
a much more dangerous error than 
the Church of Christ has yet real- 
ized. In a jungle of bewildering ver- 
biage over obscure prophecies con- 
cerning Israel, a fundamental over- 
throw of New Testament revelation 
(not observable at the first glance) 
has too long been veiled from sight, 
in which the truths critically needed 
for a world on the eve of judgment 
are cleverly neutralized or denied. 


A Superficial Resemblance 


British-Israel writers endeavor to 
make a great deal out of the simili- 
tude between the present position 
of Great Britain among the na- 
tions, and that which is prophesied 
should be that of Israel—as under- 
stood by most other teachers dur- 
ing the Millennium, That there are 
such resemblances we do not con- 
test, but what is often overlooked 
is the fact that such resemblances, 
in the nature of the case, must in- 
evitably be there. In a lesser or 
preater degree such could be traced 
at the time of the zenith of Rome’s 
power, and also that of Greece or 
Spain—why then should these re- 
semblances be thought to be a 
proof that the Anglo-Saxon race is 
the lost ten tribes of Israel? But 
where failure comes in is, that in 
order to sustain this superficial and 
artificial likeness, certain prophe- 
cies have to be dropped! As one 
example out of many, take Rom. 
11:13-25. This passage declares 
Israel (not Judah only!) to be 
“broken off’ during this dispensa- 
tion, and that “blindness in part 
is happened to Israel, until the 
fulness of the Gentiles be come in.” 
This entirely, in our judgment, dis- 
proves the whole theory of Anglo- 
Israelism. Also see Hosea 1:4-6. 
Other Scriptures have to be mis- 
placed, from their dispensational 
point of view,—e. g., prophecies re- 
garding the Tribulation and the 
Millennium have to be applied to 
the Anglo-Saxons now! All the pro- 
phecies connected with Israel's 
restoration to the land are ignored, 
misplaced or evaded, as well as the 
fact that their greatness, multipli- 
cation, dominion and wealth are to 
follow their reconciliation and res- 
toration to Palestine. 


Dispensationally Untenable 


As a confirmation of our state- 
ment that dispensationally British- 
Israelism is untenable we again 
quote D. M. Panton:— 


Anglo-Saxons, even if they be 
Israelites, are either saints or sin- 
ners: if saints, then they are Israel- 
ites no longer, but belong to the 
“holy nation,” the Church, in which 
there is neither Jew nor Greek; if 
sinners, then they are doubly under 
broken law—both the Law of Eden 
and the Law of Sinai—and there- 
fore doubly under curse. National- 
ism—all favored-nation claims be- 
fore Jehovah—within the Church 
and under grace, is a complete sub- 
version of Church truth: for it re- 
erects the barriers of the flesh 
which the Cross has thrown down: 
it makes national prosperity and 
worldly greatness instead of right- 
eousness and truth, the hallmarks 
of God’s spiritual favor—an error 
negatived even by the Law itself: 
it ignores, and so implicitly denies, 
the individual regeneration and 
sanctity without which no man 
shall see the Lord: and it concen- 
trates the blessing of God on the 
British Empire becoming the mis- 
tress of the world. No spiritual 


truth is more radical, more ele- 
mentary, than that “the flesh pro- 
fiteth nothing” (John 6:63); and 


therefore no error could be more 
radical, more fundamental, than to 
attribute to blood, not grace, to the 


flesh, not the Spirit, any standing 
whatsoever before God. 


Racial Pride Inflated 


These are weighty words, and ex- 
pose one of the greatest dangers 
of this system. The late David 
Baron, a profound Hebrew and 
Biblical scholar and teacher, clearly 
recognized this. He wrote:— 

It fosters national pride and na- 


tionalizes God’s blessings in this 
dispensation, which is individual 
and elective in its character. It 


diverts man’s attention from the 
one thing needful, and from the 
only means by which he can find 
acceptance with God. This it does 
by teaching that a nation com- 
posed of millions of practical un- 
believers in Christ, and ripe for 
apostasy,

One well-known British-Israel 


author told me that, when asked 
by the “Covenant” publishing peo- 
ple to tackle my pamphlet, he re- 
fused, saying, “Mr. Forbes is right 
in his history, and you are wrong.” 
He informed me, however, where 
my mistake lay; namely, in not 
recognizing that the British were 
Ephraim—which tribe was pro- 
mised blessings and privileges 
above the others. How he ascer- 
tained that we were Ephraim, he 
did not say. I replied that, if we 
are Ephraim, so also are those 
Scandinavians who are descended 
from the same ancestors (unless he 
held that a man’s grandfathers 
were not descended from his fore- 
fathers!) To this reply I have re- 
ceived no answer. 


The great historical difficulty the 
British-Israel people are up against 
is to bridge over a gap of more 
than 1,000 years—roughly from 700 
B. C., when the ten tribes were in 
captivity in Assyria, to the fifth 
century A. D., when the Jutes and 
Angles first appeared in history. 
This yawning gulf is precariously 
bridged by British-Israelism with 
the aid of the Scythians, whom 
they assert to be identical with the 
“lost ten tribes.” Herodotus, writ- 
ing about 400 B. C., says the Scy- 
thians were then located in South- 
ern Russia. We will now let Mr. 
Forbes speak :— 


There is thus not a scrap of 
definite evidence to connect the 
Scythians with the ten tribes, or 
the Scandinavians with the Scy- 
thians. .. . Of the Scythian nation, 
placed by Herodotus northwest of 
the Black Sea, it is asked in B. I. 
Truth, “Could this be the Israelites 
which had been lost to sight in 
Asia?” (p. 116). Two pages further 
on we read: “The emphatic point 
is this, that the particular Scythian 
people, whose prowess is set forth 
by the Greek historian, Herodotus, 
entered Europe at the very epoch, 
by the self-same route, and from 
the identical district of Asia, at, by, 
and from which journeyed the 
Israelites of Esdras” (p. 118). On 
the next page we read: “The diffi- 
culty 1s not to trace any possible 
connection between the Scythians 
and the Israelites but to conceive 
how the two people could be any- 
thing but one and the same” (p. 
119), Therefore Herodotus’ descrip- 
tion of the Scythian nation “is a 
picture of lost Israel” (p. 119). 
“Scythia then ... was the home 
of the ancestors of the English” 
(p. 123). “So the chain stands com- 
plete” (p. 124). “If Scripture then 
suggests that Israel is in Britain, 
history emphatically supports this 
suggestion” (p. 128). 


What is at first a bare possibil- 
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Exposed 


ity, is turned into a surmise; a sur- 
mise soon becomes a likelihood; 
the likelihood becomes an extreme 
probability and ends by becoming 
a dogmatic certainty!! This is not 
exactly the way in which responsi- 
ble historians write authentic his- 
tory! 

Mr. Forbes traces the history of 
the British nation, writing of the 
ancient Britons, the Huns, the 
Danes and Saxons, proving that the 
British-Israel theory is here up 
against what he calls “a _ stone 
wall.” And here is the stone wall:— 

Here we are up against a stone 
wall. That the Normans did not 
all come to England with the Con- 
queror—or after the conquest 
either—is patent to everyone who 
opens an English or a French his- 
tory. Now the present people of 
Norway, Sweden, and Denmark, 
and a large section of Germans, 
Sicilians, Italians, Russians, Ice- 
landers and Greenlanders are des- 
cended from those same Danes, 
Norsemen, Angles and Saxons, as 
certainly as we are descended from 
the Anglo-Saxons, etc. Are the 
modern Danes, Norwegians, 
Swedes, Saxon-Germans, etc., etc., 
therefore to be included amongst 
the British-Israelites? And if not, 
where are we to draw the line? 
(Ask Herr Hitler,—Ed. ). 


Such are some of the claims, 
teachings, fallacies and fables of 
British-Israelism.

Professor Neubauer, librarian of

Christ. Twenty centuries ago, Paul 
asked the question, “Who shall 
separate us from the love of 
Christ?” (Romans 8:35). A_ be- 
liever—who shall separate a _ be- 
liever from Christ? And then he 
said: ‘Shall tribulation, or distress, 
or persecution, or famine, or nak- 
edness, or peril, or sword?” In 
exaltation he continued, ‘“‘Nay, in 
all these things we are more than 
conquerors through Him that lov- 
ed us. For I am persuaded, that 
neither death, nor life, nor angels, 
nor principalities, nor powers, nor 
things present, nor things to come, 
nor height, nor depth, nor any 
other creature, shall be able to 
separate us from the love of God, 
which is in Christ Jesus our Lord” 
(Romans 8:37-39). It was impos- 
sible for Noah to leave the ark 
when he stepped inside and God 
shut the door. In the same way 
for one who has placed a definite, 
conscious faith in Jesus Christ, the 
door is closed, and that believer 
can rest in the security and assur- 
ance that the work has been done. 
It is a finished work. He is secure 
in the consciousness of its accomp- 
lishment. Somebody says, “Well, 
can’t a believer crawl off the rock, 
even though it is the rock of 
ages?” That is a contradiction! 
If he is a believer, he will never 
want to craw]! off the rock. No, my 
friend, a child of God may sin, 
but the child of God who sins does 
not lose his salvation, or each of 
us would lose his every day. 

If I were to stop at this point, 
you would have a wrong idea. You 
would be saying, “My, isn’t that 
wonderful. I’ve got nothing to wor- 
ry about. The Word of God.shows 
us that everything is all right!” 
You wait a minute! If I were to 
stop right here, it would be just 
like encouraging loose living and 
advocating antinomianism. It 
would be doing exactly what the 
Apostle Paul spoke about when 
he said, ‘““Turning the grace of our 
God into lasciviousness” (Jude 4). 
It would be an excuse for sinning. 
God forbid! 


What Sin Does To Christians 


Let us look at the positive side, 
at what does happen to a believer 
when he sins. 

In the first place, whenever a 
believer sins, his communion with 
God is broken. That is the end of 
it. “But your sins and iniquities 
have separated you from your 
God” (Isaiah 59:2). When Adam 
sinned, the fellowship that he en- 
joyed, the intimacy with God, the 
glory of His presence was gone. 
Adam sought to flee. He sought to 
hide. He sought to cover himself. 
His conscience condemned and 
convicted him, and he lost all of 
his love for God’s fellowship, God's 
friendship, God’s presence. That is 
always true. Whenever a saint or 
a believer has unforgiven sin in 
his life, immediately his fellow- 
ship with God is severed. “But 
your iniquities have separated be- 
tween you and your God, and your 
sins have hid his face from you, 
that he will not hear” (Isaiah 59: 
2). God’s hand will be heavy upon 
you. David cried, “When I kept 
Silence, my bones waxed old 
through my roaring all the day 
long. For day and night thy hand 
was heavy upon me: my moisture 
is turned into the drought of sum- 
mer” (Psalm 32:3-4). Indeed, when 
David sinned, he suffered agony 
unspeakable. From a psychological 
point of view, we call it a trau- 
matic wound. It is the kind of sin 
that makes a wound in the soul 
that festers and will not heal. Not 
until that sin is confessed, for- 
saken and forgiven is the cloud 
removed and the fellowship .with 
God restored. Then peace comes, 
back into a believer’s heart. 


Secondly, when a believer sins, 
the joy of his. salvation is gone. 
What was the great climax of 
David’s prayer for forgiveness? It 
was this: “Restore unto me the joy 
of thy salvation” (Psalm 51:12). 
Many misread this text and de- 
clare that David lost his salvation. 


No, he did not lose it. He does| 


not pray for the restoration of 
his salvation; he prays for the re- 
storation of the joy of it. There 
is a tremendous difference be- 
tween losing one’s salvation and 


losing the joy of it! For instance, 
occasionally husbands and wives 
do not agree on some points, and 
I have even heard that sometimes 
they quarrel about it? But that 
does not mean that the marriage 
is ended and it is all over! What 
that means is that some of the 
joy has gone out of the marriage 
for a little while. Like the little 
fellow who was sitting at the 
table when his Mother and Father 
had one terrific argument. Final- 
ly the Father got angry, pushed 
the table away, got up, went out 
the door and started down the 
street. Of course, the Mother was 
Standing at the window, sobbing 
and crying as she watched him go. 
The little fellow put his arms a- 
round her and said, “Ma, the big- 
gest mistake we ever made was 
in marrying that guy, wasn’t it?” 


What we are discussing is the 
joy of salvation. When David sin- 
ed, he not only lost fellowship 
with God, but he also lost the joy 
of his salvation. His life became 
a barren desert, an agony of suf- 
fering and pain. Insufferable pain! 
In proportion as a believer is dis- 
obedient to the will of God, in pro- 
portion as a believer countenances 
known sin in his life, he loses his 
loye for spiritual things. His love 
for the Word of God diminishes, 
his delight in prayer vanishes, his 
desire for fellowship with God’s 
people goes, his heart becomes in- 
creasingly empty and dissatisfied. 


The believer who allows sin to 
exist in his or her life not only 
loses the joy of salwation, but he 
soon loses the assurance of it, too. 
I have seen many come to the 
place where they feel that God 
has forsaken them. Israel said, 
‘God has forsaken us’ (Isaiah 49: 
14). But what was the truth? God 
said, “I have not forsaken you, 
but ye have forsaken me, with 
your graven images and your 
strange vanities” (Proverbs 1:23; 
Jeremiah 8:19). Many come to the 
place where they feel that God 
does not love them any more. The 
truth of it is that God still loves 
them, but sin has hid His face 
and they are out of fellowship. 
The reason they are suffering is 
because they feel it; they sense 
it; they know it. They are con- 


scious of the estrangement and) 


the alienation. 


When a believer sins, his effect- 
weness for service is destroyed. 
How can a believer, cherishing sin 
in his life, tell others about the 
power of Christ to deliver from 
sin? How can he speak of the joy 
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of the Christian life when he does 
not have the joy of the Christian 
life in his own soul because of 
sinning? He can not. If he does, 
it is a farce and at the same time, 
a tragedy. We cannot live a life 
which is. displeasing to God and in 
any way be used in the service of 
Jesus Christ. You may think you 
are getting away with it, but you 
will not succeed in it. If you are 
living a life that is displeasing to 
God, you can not be an effective 
instrument for Jesus Christ. You 
can not be! The Apostle Paul had 
one great, haunting fear that nev- 
er left him. What was it? He said, 
‘Lest in preaching to others, I my- 
self should become a castaway’ 
(I Corinthians 9:27). What did 
he mean? He meant that his great- 
est fear was that he might, by 
some terrible circumstance, some 
off-guard moment, allow sin to 
come into his life that would nul- 
lify him as an instrument, and he 
could not be used any longer as 
a vessel unto honor, ready for the 
Master’s use. 

During almost every meeting I 
have ever held, some man comes 
to me and says, “You know, I was 
called of God to the ministry, and 
I started out to preach. God bless- 
ed my ministry. Then I sinned, and 
fell away, and now I’m an instru- 
ment that’s been put on the rub- 
bish pile. I’ve never been used 
from that day to this.” Men have 
come to me and said, “God called 
me to Christian service, and at 
the same time I received a lucra- 
tive offer to go into business. I 
listened to the voice of mammon, 
and I went into business. Immed- 
iately all of my effectiveness for 
Christ was gone, and I’ve lived my 
whole life in God’s second best, 
for I haven’t been the instrument 
that I know I could have been.” 


One of the saddest stories in 
the annals of the Christian min- 
istry is the story of B. Fay Mills. 
He was a great power for God, a 
mighty preacher. Then he sinned, 
and in so doing he lost his power 
and drifted. He became a derelict, 
and finally he opened a _ store. 
building and taught Theosophy. In 
the last part of his life he came. 
back to God, and God forgave him. 
He filled him with His power, and 
God used him again magnificently, 
but just for one time. Then he 
went home to glory. You can not 
live a life which is displeasing to 
God and at the same time be ef- 
fective in the service of Christ. 

Fourthly, when.a believer sins, 
his witness for Christ is nullified. 
Instead of representing Christ, he 
misrepresents Him.

But if you have rejected Him as 
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not have anyone to _ represent 
you. You will not be able to 
say before the judgment bar of 
God, “I want to consult my law- 
yer!”

gress, once said, “There was an 
old preacher who used to intro- 
duce the marriage sermon with 
these words, ‘John, matrimony 
is a blessing to a few, a curse to 
many, and an uncertainty to us 
all. John, will you venture?’ ” 

The advocates of moderate 
drinking say, “We khow drink 
is a curse to thousands, safety 
to a few and uncertainty to us 
all, but let us chance it” while 
the platform on which Daniel 
stood affirms, ‘Total abstinence 
is a blessing to thousands, a curse 
to nobody, and safe for every- 
body!”’ 

By this doctrine Daniel defeat- 
ed the Devil. Dr. Basil Manley 
once said in my hearing, “Young 
men, I know of one sure, never- 
failing prescription against drink;

What 
fools we are to disregard it and 
make a breach in the walls of 
our character! 

Hawthorne, in the Scarlet Let- 


ter, speaks a stern, sad truth 
when he says, 
“The breach which guilt has 


once made in the human soul is 
never, in this mortal state, re- 
paired. It may be watched and 
guarded so that the enemy may 
not force his way again into the 
citadel and might even, in his 
subsequent assaults, select some 
other avenue in preference to that 
in which he had formerly suc- 
ceeded. But there is still the 
ruined wall and near it the steal- 
thy -read of the foe that would 
win over again his unforgotten 
triumph.” 

Arthur Dimmisdale was only the 
representative of thousands who 
have illustrated that unwelcome 
truth. 

I have known many men to 
drink and gamble and give them- 
selves to fleshly lusts. I have 
known very few to reform, save 
those regenerated by God’s grace. 
The fallen have many hours of 
penitence and entertain many good 
but tReir arch-enemy 
sees to it that they fall again, 
and yet again. 

One winter forty years ago 
I was preaching a series of ser- 
mons at Farwell Hall, Chicago, 
and a poor fellow professed re- 
pentance and declared by all that 
was holy that, having tasted the 
dregs of sin, he was satisfied to 
quit such a life and turn to God. 

Six months later, on one Thurs- 
day night, after I was asleep and 
the midnight had gone, my door- 
bell rang. I went to the door and 
opened it, and lo my reformed 
man. His breath was eloquent, 
his knees tottering, his feet un- 
certain, and after a few minutes 
he said, “I did intend to-do right; 
but I have been at my cups again.” 

When I was on a farm and a 
dog killed a sheep, we shot him, 
however valuable he had been. 
We knew that after one experi- 
ence in tasting the blood of a 
lamb, he would never recover 
from his love of it. So far as 
any help in himself is concerned, 
it is a good deal so with the man 
who has once formed an evil habit. 

The barkeeper, the shark at 
gambling, the harlot, seldom lose 
their grip on a soul that they 
have once seduced to sin. The en- 
trapped fly may writhe and wres- 
tle and burst the bands at one 
point, but I have noticed that the 
spider spins him in his web faster 
even than the swift wing of any 
fly can snap them. 

Daniel was wise. He kept clear 
of the trap. He took no chances 
with moderation. He said, ‘‘So- 
briety is good enough for me!” 
He probably felt as our own great 
Edison expressed himself to Miss 
Willard, when she asked him why 
he never used intoxicating liquors, 
“Because I have a better use for 
my brain.”

afraid of when he pointed his fin- 
ger in David’s face. What did Na- 
than say? He said, “Howbeit, be- 
cause by this deed thou hast given 
great occasion to the enemies of 
the Lord to blaspheme, the child 
also that is born unto thee shall 
surely die” (II Samuel 12:14). God 
forbid that we should give the 
enemies of our wonderful Lord oc- 
casion and cause for rejoicing! Yet 
every time an Elmer Gantry ap- 
pears in the ministry, it makes 
the unbelieving, unsaved world re- 
joice. 

Our place in glory is due solely 
to the grace of God, but our posi- 
tion is determined by our life, our 
work, our services, and our obed- 
ience. We often sing, “Will there 
be any stars in my crown?” It 
might be well for us to inquire if 
we shall have any crown at all! 
Saints in glory will be graded ac- 
cording to the merit in their lives 
(II Cor. 5:10). That is the clear 
teaching of the word of God. Every 
day a believer sends to Heav- 
en material or fails to send ma- 
terial that will add or take away 


from his future glory. Those who} 
live careless, worldly, selfish lives | 


will be losers for all eternity. That 
is what Paul feared. That was the 
thing that haunted him. That is 
the thing that would not let him 
Sleep, lest he be disapproved in 
the end, and not hear those words, 
“Well done, thou good and faithful 
servant” (Matthew 25:21). 


Sins of Christians Bring 
Chastisement 

When a believer sins, not only 
is his position in glory affected, 
not only is his testimony nullified, 
not only is his service for Christ 
destroyed, not only is his fellow- 
ship with God broken, but his con- 
duct will bring the chastening of 
the Lord. Sin must be punished, 
whether it be in a believer or an 
unbeliever. The difference is in 
the time of punishment. The un- 
believer receives his due reward 
in the world to come; the believer 
receives his here and now. The 
Word of God says so. When God’s 
children walk disorderly, they are 
not cast off in the sense that they 
are lost. The Word of God says 
they are chastened by the rod of 
divine justice. God corrects, but 
He does it in love to bring the 
peaceable fruit of righteousness. 
The Word of God clearly says: 
“For whom the Lord loveth he 
chasteneth, and scourgeth every 
son whom he receiveth” (Heb- 
rews 12:6). If you are a child of 
God, a born-again child of God, 
and you knowingly, deliberately 
deviate from the paths of known 
obedience to His will and you sin, 
then you can expect the chastening 
of the Lord. He loves you so much 
that He is going to see to it that 
you come back. “Whom the Lord 
loveth, He chasteneth” (Hebrews 
12:6). And further, the Scripture 
says, “If anyone does not receive 
the chastening of the Lord,” or if 
they are not chastened for their 
Sins, “they are not sons, but they 
are illegitimate children” (Heb- 
rews 12:8). They are not God’s 
children at all. The saint suffers 
for his sin, yet his suffering is 
not one of abandonment by. God. 
“If they break my statutes, and 
keep not my commandments; then 
will I visit their transgression with 
the rod, and their iniquity with 
stripes. Nevertheless my loving- 
kindness will I not utterly take 
from him, nor suffer my faithful- 
ness to fail” (Psalms 89:31-33).

eneth.”” You will not be forsaken. 
You will not be cast off forever. 
But when you do get off into the 
night of sin, you become lost in 

the whirl without God, and when — 
you contradict your testimony, and 
live your life not so that men can 
see Christ but so that you mis- 
represent Him, the Word of God 
says, “Whom He loveth, He chas- 
teneth.” It would be unfair not to 
say that, because it-is in the Bible. 


My Dad told one time of a man 
who said to him, “I don’t believe 
that God whips anyone when he 
sins. I can get drunk, lie, cheat in 
business, spend a night in sin and 
never suffer for it.” In the light 
of Hebrews 12:6, what is that 
man? “Whom the Lord loveth, He 
chasteneth, and scourgeth every 
son whom He receiveth.” That 
means that that man does not be- 
long to Jesus Christ and never did. 
He was a Spiritual illegitimate. 
He had never been born again. He 
was not a member of the family 
of God (John 1:12). He was an 
unsaved church member, and that 
is all. If we are not chastened, we 
are not the children of God! 


Lastly, when a believer sins, his 
physical life is in danger. Is not 
that logical? When God has a be- 
liever who is living a sinful life, 
who is casting aspersion on His 
grace and mercy, who is blinding 
people to the testimony, some- 
times God reaches down, cuts that 
life off and takes that one away. 
The Word of God says so. In other 
words, if chastisement does not 
have its necessary effect and the 
believer continues on in sin, then 
God may remove that believer and 
take him home. He has to do that, 
for the protection and the glory 
of His cause. That is exactly what 
happened to the Corinthian Chris- 
tians. The Apostle Paul’s heart 
was broken because of their sin, 
because of the way they were 
causing people to be blinded to 
the truth of the Word of God by 
their lives, and so Paul said, “For 
this cause many are weak and. 
sickly among you, and many 
sleep.”’ (I Corinthians 11:30). The 
Scripture says He disciplines us 
as sons that we might not be in- 
volved in the general condemna- 
tion of the whole world. So He 
reaches down and takes us home. 
Jesus said, “Every branch in me 
that beareth not fruit he taketh 
away: and every branch that 
beareth fruit, he purgeth it, that 
it may bring forth more fruit” 
(John 15:2). John said, “There is 
a sin unto death” (I John 5:16). 
He is talking about a believer's 
sin. Moses was removed because 
of his sin. God took him home, 
He was not lost, because he ap- 
peared again on the Mount of 
Transfiguration. The Christian, or 
believer, or saint who sins reaps 
the natural wages of sin. The 
Word of God says, “Be not de- 
ceived; God is not mocked: for 
whatsoever a man soweth, that 
shall he also reap. For he that 
soweth to his flesh shall of the 
flesh reap corruption; but he that 
soweth to the Spirit shall of the 
Spirit reap life everlasting” (Gal- 
atians 6:7-8). May God give each 
one of us a greater hatred for 
Sin, and greater fear of displeas- 
ing Him, and a greater desire to 
cling more closely to Him, 


What are the sins of the saints? 
There are so many that we ought 
to be constantly on the alert. We 
ought always to be reckoning the 
old nature dead, and be alive in 
the new (Romans 6:11-13). When 
we knowingly sin as believers, we 
first of all sever our conscious 
fellowship with Christ. We second- 
ly lose our testimony and our in- 
fluence. We thirdly lose the hap- 
piness and the joy of the Christian 
life. We lose all the victory, and 
become defeated. We have no 
more enjoyment for the Word of 
God. Our power in prayer is gone. 
Our desires and ability to win °* 
souls to Jesus Christ dies out, and 
we are robbed of the rewards that 
we could have in glory. We ought 
to be as those were who sought 
Jesus Christ in such a full ex- 
perience that sin no longer had 
any dominion in any of their lives. 
God help us to follow after holi- 
ness without which no man shall 
see God (Hebrews 12:14).
